The 
ultimate  goal  for  all  Tech  graduates  is 
threefold:  college  preparation,  career 
exploration,  and  a  marketable  skill.  Dur- 
ing the  ninth  grade,  students  could  ex- 
plore the  schools  in  mini-courses.  Stu- 
dents still  studied  the  basics.
